(Searle Grain Report) 

The expression “Inflation,” 
“Deflation,” “Rate of Exchange, 
“On the Gold Standard,” “Off 
the Gold Standard,” have been 
much written and talked about 
during the past few weeks, and 
inasmuch as expert economists 
and Financiers do not all agree 
as to the respective benefits or 
defects of these economic poli- 
cies, the plain person may be 
pardoned for being somewhat 
bewildered by it all, Perhaps, 
however, a simple review of 
some of the fundamental facts 
upon which the majority of 
experts seem to agree may be 
of help at this time, Countries 
officially on the gold standard 
are prepared to pay their debts 
when due and demanded and to 
redeem their bonds, notes and 
bills in actual gold, if required, 
Countries not officially ou the 
gold standard, usually in order 
to preserve,bebind their bonds, 
notes and bills, a certain mini- 


ja country’s currency, i.e. the 
| pound, the dollar, the franc, the

New Canadian Stamps 


Colour Had To Be Changed When 
Postage Was Increased 

The increase in Canadian postage 
rates necessitated the changing in 
colour of the Canadian stamps. Ac- 
cording to the regulations of the In- 
ternational Postal Union, of which 
the Dominion is a member, the stamp 
which will prepay an ordinary letter 
in nach country must be red in colour. 
For that reason the two-cent Cana- 
dian stamp was red. When the rate 
was advanced to three cents, the 
three-cent stamp did the work form- 
erly done by the two-cent, and there- 
fore the new three-cent stamp was 
coloured red, the Canadian three-cent 
stamp corresponding to the United 
States two-cent and the British penny 
stamp. This facilitates the work of 
postal clerks, as they need only to 
look at the colour of the stamp to as- 
certain if the letter is sufficiently pre- 
paid. Of course, during the present 
transition period, when there are some 
red two-cent and red three-cent 
|stamps being used, the clerks are 
| obliged to examine the letters to make 
sure that the three and not the two- 
cent stamp has been used. This 
change in colours necessitated a new 
colour for the two-cent stamp and 
|that stamp has been issued as a 
| brown stamp. It will be recalled that 
|during the war, when postage rates 
were increased, there was a brown 
two-cent stamp with the “I.T.C.” sur- 
charge, and later a three-cent brown 
stamp was issued.

The female grasshopper deposits eggs in clusters ip the top inch of 
the soil surface, Many of these eggs may be destroyed by the follow- 
ing practices: 

(1) Shallow cultivate or shallow disc stubble fields to expose 

the eggs during winter. 

(2) Spread straw and burn roadsides, headlands, fence cor- 

ners, abandoned fields, or any grassy or weedy plots, about 

one week after the small grasshoppers can first be found In 

the spring. 

(8) Fall or spring plow stubble lands to a depth of at least 5 

inches, being careful to turn the furrow slice completely over, 

and, if possible, packing the land following D op
